Raymond Moremen of Upland was 
a teacher. 

Birge wrote the letter to Dr. Cass 
Reed, formerly dean of the college, 
and one of the best known alumni of 
Pomona College. Mr. Birge says: 

“We certainly went through some 
terrible times, but much the worst 
was the fire and its train of conse 


quences. I can hardly imagine ‘a 
worse hell than the one we lived 
through for three weeks. The night 


of the fire I learned for the first 
time in my life what it was to be 
thirsty. 


Selecting Friends 

“For hours we worked trying to 
get people off onto boats. It was a 
process inevitably, of selecting your 
friends,, and not by any means all 
of them. If one was sent off, a 
dozen had to be fought back. Again 
and again I would hear my name 
called out by a familiar voice, and 
I didn’t dare turn around for I knew 
I could do nothing. 

“Officers and sailors and we civil- 
ians “i shouting and working till 
men’s e¥es became bloodshot and 
their mouths foamed. Every avail- 
able boat from every ship was low- 
ered. Every available tug and every 
barge was commandeered and for an 
hour or so a wonderful struggle was 
kept up until, according to what I 
was informed, ‘about 10,000 people 
were taken off by the British alone. 
The sailors fairly leaped into the 
flames and grabbed people away. 
The French also did their part, and 
the little American destroyers were 
already filled up, mostly with people 
from our own institutions. 


Terrible Sight 

“The terrible thing all night was 
the expectation that a massacre was 
already in progress and that pny 
morning perhaps thousands would be 
killed. In the morning, however, 
there was no sign of there having 
been a massacre, but the sight of 
one or two hundred thousand people 
left’ homeless on the quay was a 
terrible one. 

“My pen can’t describe the agony 
of such experience. That night I 
slept on deck, the fire still burning 
as brightly as ever and the quay 
still. crowded with its thousands. I 
think it was a week before.we got 
off that 300 which we eet b- 
gether on the quay the first day and 
could not move. It was a week of 
horrors. for no boats to speak of 
eame to relieve the situation. Then, 
finally; the Turks gave permission 
for Greek ships to come in. An 
American destroyer convoyed them 
in. 

Turks Kind, Claim 

“The task seemed an impossible 
one, but the imvossible was accom- 
plished, The city, at least the Chris- 
tian part, is ninetenths destroyed, 
and believe me, it is a sad sight. 

“As for the behavior of the Turks, 
T should say that I personally saw 
ten or twenty acts of kindness: to 
one act of unnecessary brutality or 
theft. But when all that is said the 
tale of the horror that remains is 
more than enough. For days before 
the fire dead bodies lay all along 
the Smvrrna streets. Surely enough 
the Turks got their revenge for what 
the Greeks did up country! 

“Last Saturday I went with a train 
load of food supplies up country as 
far as Ala Sheuir. We had sent 
away the Christians and now felt it 
enly fair to do something for the 
Tnrkieh refugees who outnumbered 
the Christian ones. I found the 
same conditions that I had. heard 
abovt. For 15° miles in their re- 
treat the Greeks had burned and 
Yooted and mrrdered. Ninety-five 
ner cent of the houses were destroy- 
ad. Beautiful cities which 1 had 
previously visited were simply in 
ruins With scarcelv a house left. 

Take Revenge 

“When you hear about Smyrna it 
is necessary to remember that for 
davs the Turkish soldiers had been 
passing through Turkish country de- 
vastated in the way I have describ- 
ed. They simply took their revenge. 
To decide which did the worst would 
be difficult.”

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The Ship Subsidy Or Marine Bill 
"EW of us really know much of the real 
t principles of the Marine Bill, or that 
which is know generally as the Subsidy 

Bill. 

The problem cannot in a general way be 
regarded as a political or partisan measure. 
Our shipping interestg,,are no. more a Re- 
publican or Democratic institution or issue 
than our army and nay) interests. 

The question in this relation is simply this. 
Is it a wise economic policy to employ our 
foreign competitors to carry our oversea trade, 
provided it can be done within ourselves? 

The Democratic platforms many times have 
clearly expressed their advocacity, and have 
not considered it a political measure in any 
way. Our condition at the present time is this. 
At the close of the war we had 2868 ships 
constructed or nearly constructed under con- 
tract, their capacity running from 5,000 to 
12,000 tons. About 1300 of them were sold 
to private parties, they paying less than $200 
per $1,000 cost of actual construction. The 
balance, over 1500 steel ships were left’ in 
dockage, and under the so-called Shipping 
Commission’s jurisdiction at a cost of $50,- 
(000,000 per year to the tax payers. Govern- 
ment estimates showed that nine-tenths of the 
exports of our manufacturers cost them ex- 
cessive. freight rates owing to the fact that 
America had no means of transportation. 

Beyond doubt, there has been no bill present- 
ed to Congress for enactment in many years 
that affects so directly the agricultural and 
manufacturers of our country. For instance, 
take the laboring man who depends upon his 
weekly wage for maintenance. The many 
manufacturing and agricultural commodities 
intended for foreign trade. All these depend 
for compensation on the foreign sale price less 
expenses. : 

At the present time and since the civil war, 
nine-tenths of the freightage and passenger 
travel has been carried by English, German, 
French and Italian ships. Merchandise to 
India, China, Africa,-Europe and Sé6uth Amer- 


ica is carried under & foreign flag. We simply . 


have to pay the rates and groan for the lack 
of American enterprise. 

The situation, as I analyze it, is this. The 
Shipping Bill advocates the release of the 1500 
ships in useless dockage, they to be used as 
earrier ships for the transportation of all 
passenger “and freight consignments of this 
country. ‘The present cost to our nation in 
holding them in dockage is fifty million 
dollars. The cost of making American use 
cf them is only $80,000,000—a saving of 
twenty million dollars. This $30,000,000 sub- 
sidy is to be used in paying the difference 
of cost between the labor of American seamen 
and the cheap wage of foreign labor. This 
means protection to our maritime service. 


The one antagonistic feature of the bill is the 
low rate of interest allowed to purchasers of 
ship on partiat payments; but this clause, 


it is understood, will bé changed by amend- 
ment. 

For nearly ‘one hundred years, England has 
adopted the shipping subsidy with the result 
that today she is rightly called the ‘‘Queen 
of the Seas.”’ 

The time has come, and President Harding 
believes that America should not run second 
in any way to any foreign enterprise.

OR many years in the anthracite country 
the mining companies robbed supporting 


The Life Sentence 

RULING has been made that a person 
A imprisoned for life may not apply for 

parole until tne years shall have been 

served. The fact that he then is per- 
mitted to make the application implies the 
possibility that the request will be granted. 
In other words, that a life sentence is not a 
life sentence, and really has no meaning. 

People who shrink from infliction of the 
death penalty often take the ground that life 
imprisonment is worse than death, while lack- 
ing in the shock and brutality of the supreme 
exactment. As they do this, they must regard 
a life sentence as more than the mere pre- 
tense that it \has been permitted to become. 
It is almost beyond the power of the courts 
now to send a murderer to the gallows. The 
parole system, working in favor of life-termers, 
deprives the courts of power even to keep a 
murderer in jail. 

There is naturally a hesitancy, in speaking 
of this matter, to cite a particular case. How- 
ever, when a man, who according to the law, 
as it appears to the common view, has richly 
merited the utmost rigor, but gets a life 
sentence instead, asks to be excused from 
serving more than a trifling period of tliis, 
one questions the wisdom of a plan that en- 
ables him to formulate such demand,—Pasa-

COUNTY BOARD DEMANDS 
GOOD ENGLISH HERE 





School children of San Bernar- 
dino County must learn to write 
and speak English, rand do it 
well! ‘ 

That is the law laid down by 
the County Board of Education 
which passed a resolution at its 
last meeting calling for a series 
of tests to be held simultaneously 
throughout the county proposing 
to reveal current weaknesses in 
the grammar as written and 
spoken by school children of to- 
day. 

If you can write good English 
in all probability you ean talk 
it. 

With that formal declaration 
the board has gone on record as 
taking up the cudgel against bad 
grammar. 

According to Miss Ida M. Col- 
lins, county superintendent of 
schools, the first step in improve- 
ment’ of the English of the coun- 
try will be the prescription of 
essay writing in the grade 
schools. This has already been 
worked vut at .Ontario schools 
and results were surprising. 

M. E. Hill, president. of the 
county board, is one of 'the strong- 
est sponsors of the move and it 
was he who placed the tests in 
vogue at the Chaffey Union High 
School recently, ‘‘They bring re- 
sults,’’ he told the board at its 
last meeting. 

The tests will apply especially 
to the seventh and eighth grades 
and the effort comes directly 
from the complaint that too many 
children are promoted to High 
school without knowing the first 
duiments of the English language 
or sentence construction. 

The first, essay tests will be 
given in the latter part of March 
or the first of April, according to 
Miss Collins. Plans of the test 
will follow closely those pre- 
seribed by the University of Cali- 
fornia edueational experts as re- 
vised by Miss Collins and Mr. 
Hill.

Judging will be conducted» on 
the point system, 50 points being 
awarded fortprofit on investment, 
30 points for the value of the 
poultry raised, 10 points on an 
accompanying essay and 10 points 
on an exhibit of two pullets and 
a cockerel, 

K. J. Hauser of the Fontana 
Farms Company gave each con- 
testant 50 chicks to start the con- 
test last June. Aecording to the 
rules, only those chiekens were 
eounted as a part of the contest.

tree at Duarte, Los Angeles County, 
which was the winner of the prize 
offered ‘by the Los Angeles Chamber 
of Commerce. 

#& seedling tree on the Cram place 
at East Highlands has a circumfer- 
ence of 4 feet 11 inches one foot 
above the ground, the limbs have a 
spread of 29 feet and the tree is 36 
feet high. rc 

The Duarte tree, hailed in Los An- 
geles County as the largest in the 
state, has'a diameter of three and a 
half feet one foot above the ground 
and is 35 feet high. 

After reading about the Los An- 
geles tree, Frank Cram and W. H. 
Cram measured the tree planted by. 
their father, the late L. F. Cram, at 
the old home place, and secured the 
dimensions that proved it to be far 
larger than the Duarte tree. 

The Cram tree was planted in 1861 
as an experiment. The Duarte tree 
was placed in 1875. 

The yield of the Cram tree varies 
from 40 to 50 boxes a year, and the 
oranges of this single tree have 
brought as much as $75 in a year. 
The Duarte tree produces from 35 
to 45 boxes. 

Frank Cram declared recently he 
would like to hear of any citrus fruit 
tree of larger size. j 

History of the citrus fruit industry 
in this county includes the Cram 
trees, for while they were not the 
first, they were among the first. The 
first trees were brought here in 1857 
by Anson Van Leuven, who secured 
six trees from San Gabriel. In 1862 
Mr. Van Leuven set out four acres. 
In 1861 F. L. Cram made experiments 
with orange trees and in 1869 he set 
out an acre and three-quarters. In 
1887 the yield from this acre and 
three-quarters amounted to $1,757.

Springs Home for the care of the 
homeless children of our’ state. 
Children taken are_ usually 
orphans or. abandoned or the 
wards of our several courts. 

The Home is situated on a tract 
of 640 acres of land which is 
owned by the Army; and adjoin- 
ing this is a tract of 1500 acres 
which the Army leases and which 
is used as a cattle ranch. Chil- 
dren are accepted by this Home 
from one to fourteen years of 
age. Here they are nursed, feed, 
clothed, educated and_ trained. 
Schools are maintained by the 
Army for the children of the 
younger ages, while the children 
of suitable ages attend the Union 
High School in an adjoining 
town. . Suitable buildings have 
been erected by the Army for 
the carrying on of this work. 
Separate dormatories are main- 
tained for the boys and for the 
girls. 

In addition to the regular 
school work, the boys are trained 
in the various forms of agri- 
eulture, this includes stock rais- 
ing, poultry keeping and fruit 
growing; while the girls are 
taught needlework, housework 
and domestic science; 
when boys and girls graduate 
from the Home he or she not 
only has the benefit of a high 
school education but has also 
been trained so that they can 
take their places in the world 
and support themselves and_be- 
come useful citizens. 

The limit of the Home is 250 
children, The Home has its full 
quota most of the time. During 
the late war 75 boys who had 
been eared for at Lytton served 
in the Army and Navy of our 
Country and conducted them- 
selves so as to reflect praise, 
not only on the Home, but on the 
state of California. 

The Lytton Springs Home has 
received the highest indorsement 
of the several State Boards under 
whose jurisdiction it is conducted, 
and also has received the highest 
commendation from many people 
in all walks of life who are 
familiar with its workings.

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THE KING OF LIARS | 


— } 

O FAR as successful impostures are | 

concerned, Giuseppe Balsamo, Bets | 
ter known by his adopted title of | 
“Count Cagliostro” was  undoubt- 
edly the most remarkable man the 
world has ever produced, for he not 
only numbered his victims by the thou- 
sands but practiced his chosen art of 
lying with such consummate clever- 
ness that he victimized cardinals and 
princes as well as peasants and the 
various classes lying between these 
categories. He was, in truth, “the 
king of liars,” beside whom such mod- 
ern examples of Cassie Chadwick and 
Ponzi were the rankest amateurs, 

As a boy, Balsamo gave early evti- 
dence of his scheming tendencies, and, 
after being expelled from school, wag 
placed in the apothecary shop of a 
Sicilian monastery, where he set about 
to master the science of chemicals 
and drugs, for which he appeared to 
have a positive genius. It was while 
in the apothecary’s shop that Balsamo 
sold to a credulous peasant the secret 
of a mythical “treasure cave” which 
was supposed to be near by, but, when 
the purchaser of the secret went to 
examine the cave, he was set upon by 
a “devil” (Balsamo himself) and beat- 
en nearly to death. For this escapade, 
Giuseppe was banished from Sicily 
and fied to Rome, where he succeeded 
in marrying a_ strikingly beautiful 
woman and changed his name to 
“Count Cagliostro.” 

His first venture on a large scale 
was the invention of an “elixir of 
life,” of which he sold many thousand 
bottles at fabulous prices and, in order 
to prove the value of his own medi- 
cine, claimed to be more than 2,000 


years old and to have been present at ; 


the time of the crucifixion, which he 
described with a wealth of detail omit- 
ted from the Scriptures. At that 
time there 


other than this personage—a_ belief 
which the Sicilian took care to foster 
whenever possible, 

When the success of the “elixir of 
life” appeared to be imperiled by the 
death of a number of persons who had 
taken it, Cagliostro hit upon the 
scheme of ‘organizing, Masonic lodges 
for women, claiming that he was of 
divine origin and had received a spe- 
cial mission to perform this work upon 
earth—a statement which naturally 
endeared him to a number of women 
of sufficient wealth to assist him in 
the accomplishment of his other 
schemes, which included the making 
of diamonds and precious stones and 
the transmutation of base metals into 
gold. 

By virtue of his various impositions, 
Cagliostro was able to accumulate a 
lurge amount of money and, when he 
decided to move the headquarters of 
his influence to France, it was a mat- 
ter of only a few days before he be- 
came the most talked of man in Paris. 
It was he who used the Cardinal de 
Rohan, Grand Almoner of France and 
one of the shrewdest statesmen in 
Europe, in the tragic affair of the dia- 
mond necklace, which brought dis- 
grace or imprisonment upon everyone 
implicated, including the Italian him- 
self, who was imprisoned in the Bas- 
tile in 1786, but was finally acquitted 
and ordered to leave France. 

After drifting about Europe for a 
number of years, the prince of impos- 
tors finally returned to Rome and was 
condemned by the pope to life im- 
prisonment as a dangerous foe to re 
ligion, dying in a papal dungeon on 
1795, after having duped 
all Europe, prince and priest and 
peasant alike. But, apart from Cag- 
liostro’s strange and almost hypnotic 
influence over practically everyone 
with whom he came in contact, there 
are a number of mysteries concerning 
the man which have never been ex- 
plained—ineluding his origin and hfs 
exceptional ability for handling all 
kinds, of strange chemicals. In addi- 
tice, Here is the greatest mystery of 
all: His power of prophecy manifest- 
ed upon numerous occasions, but par- 
ticularly when he announced that 
Maria Theresa, empress of Austria, 
was dying, and word reached Paris 
five days later that the empress had 
succumbed at the very hour foretold 
by the Italian count. Again, during 
his Mhearceration in the Bastile, Cag- 
liostro wrote upon the walls of his 
cell: “Within three years the Bastile 
shall be destroyed and the people shall 
dance upon its site’—another proph- 
ecy which was carried out to the let- 
ter.

Little Antoniatta Ajello lights 
the huge Enrico Caruso Memorial 
Candle, made by her father, An- 
tonio Ajello. This largest candle 
in the world weighs one ton, is 16 
feet high, five feet in circumference 
at the base, and 18 inches at the 
top. It is of antique Greek design 
with Roman Renaissance relief 
work and represents the work of 
five men for four months, . The 
cost was $3,700 and it was made 
on the order of an orphan asylum 
in New York to which Enrico 
Caruso was a generous benefactor. 
It is inscribed with the Italian 
words for “Offering to The Most 
Holy Mary of Pompeii in behalf of 
our benefactor, Enrico Caruso.” On 
the suggestion of Cardinal Vanu- 
telli, the candle will be burned but 
24 hours a year—on All Souls Day 
—and is ex ed to last 18 cen- 
turies at that rate. It will be 
placed in the Church of Our Lady 
of Pompeii, at Tome Italy——the 
last Church in which Caruso wor- 
shipped.
